American  Compofitions,  in  this  Book,  have  their  Author's  Names  fet  over  the 
nes. 
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In  Forming  and  Tuning  the  Voice, 

LET  Learneri  begin  with  the  Eight  Notes,  and  be  careful  to  give  each  a  true  and  diftinft  found.  Singer* 
often  fail  in  pronouncing  the  Names  of  the  Notes  ;  a  medium  between  me  and  mi  is  moft  agreeable,  and 
likewife  between  fa  and  faw,  and  between  la  and  law.  It  is  not  fo  effential  that  the  Names  of  Notes  fhould 
be  fpoke  plain,  as  it  is  that  they  fhould  be  founded  round,  eafy  and  graceful. 

Great  care  fhould  be  taken  to  avoid  founding  through  the  nofe,  or  blowing  the  breath  through  the  teeth; 
High  Notes  fhould  be  founded  foft  but  not  faint,  and  low  notes  fhould  be  founded  full  but  not  harfh  j  notes 
fhould  be  ftruck.  and  ended  foft,  gently  fwelling  the  middle  of  each  found,  unlefs  contradicted  by  the  mark  of 

diftin&ion. 

Accent,  and  propriety  of  eXpreffion,  is  efpecially  neceiTary  to  be  attended  to.    Obfcrve  that  a  Bar  of  Comm< 
Time  being  divided  into  four  equal  parts  j  a  Bar  of  Treble  Time,  three,  and  a  Bar  of  Compound  Time,  in 
fix  equal  parts,  the  firft  and  third  parts  of  a  bar  of  Common  Time,  the  firft  of  Treble  Time,  and  the  firft  a 
fourth  of  Compound  Time,  ought  to  be  adapted  to  the  accent  of  the  words,  and  in  Tinging,  the  accented  p: 
fhould  be  founded  fuller  than  the  unaccented  parts.

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Regard  mould  be  had  to  the  words  to  fing  loud  or  foft  as  the  words  require."  The  Mufic  Ihould  bend  to 
the  words  and  not  the  words  to  the  mufic.  Some  words  are  not  to  be  fpoken  as  they  aje  (pelt  j  many  words 
ending  with  y  fliould  be  pronounced  as  ending  with  e  or  the  Ihort  i,  fuch  as  lofty,  eternity,  &c.  but  not  where 
it  fpoils  the  fenfe,  as  in  fandtify,  magnify,  my,  thy,  &c. 

There  are  feveral  graces  in  Mufic,  commonly  ufed  by  individuals,  fuch  as  the  trill,  turn,«tranfition,  &c.  which 
I  have  omitted,  as  the  principal  grace  that  can  be  ufed  in  common  fchools,  is  to  fing  with>eafe  and  life,  and 
with  hearts  deeply  afFedled  with  a  (Vnfj  of  the  great  truths  we  utter.  Mufic,  thus  performed,  of  ail  things 
on  eaith  bears  the  neareft  refemblance  to  the  employment  of  heaven. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  brder  in  which  the  parts  are  placed  is,  firft  the  bafs,  then  tenor,  counter  and  treble.  There  are  feveft 
diftinct  founds  in  nature,  five  of  which  are  whole  tones,  and  the  others  half  tones,  all  above  or  below  being  the 
fame  in  cffVct  only  higher  or  lower.  The  unifon  third,  fifth,  fixth  and  eighth,  are  called  Concords  $  the  fe- 
cpnd,  fourth  and  feventh  are  called  Difcords.  In  regulating  mi  by  flats,  which  are  added  by  one  at  a  time,  a 
fourth  above  or  fifth  below,  coming  in  that  order  they  firft  ftrike  the  five  whole  notes,  and  then  the  two  half 
notes,  which  are  made  whole  ones  by  the  foregoing  flats.  In  regulating  mi  by  fliarps,  which  are  addtd  by  ovto 
at?  tinv,  a  fifth  above  or  fourth  below,  coming  in  that  order  they  firft  ftrike  the  two  half  .jotes,  and  then  iht 
mfcirrs  which  are  made  half  notes  by  the  foregoing  (harps,  and  thus  mi  may  be  driven  into  any  of  the  feven  let- 
ter., by  flats  or  (harps.

Treble  Time  is  derived  from  common  time,  and  thofe  figures  ufed  as  marks  of  the  different  moods,  mow  the 
proportion  they  bear  to  common  time ;  the  upper  figure  mows  the  number  of  notes  that  fill  a  bar  in  that  mood 
and  the  under  figure  fhows  the  number  of  the  fame  kind  that  fill  a  bar  in  common  time.  For  inftance^  th 
firft  mood  marked  thus  i  the  3  mows  that  three  notes  fill  a  bar  in  that  mood,  and  the  2  fhows  that  they  are 
fuch  notes  that  two  of  them  fill  a  bar  in  common  time,  the  fame  proportion  may  be  feen  in  all  the  moods  j  hence 
the  propriety  of  thofe  figures  for  marks  of  the  moods.  Likewife  the  fourth  mood  of  common  time  is  properly 
marked  with  the  figures  * 

Notes  driven  through  the  bar  mould  not  be  fpoken  as  two  diftinft  notes  when  fung  by  note.  In  beating  of 
time  it  is  not  very  material  what  motion  a  perfon  ufes  if  it  be  but  a  true  movement,  by  which  he  can  count  both 
notes  and  refts.  All  author's  agree  that  reft*  are  marks  of  filence  of  the  fame  length  in  time  as  the  notes  for 
which  they  ftand,  and  immediately  contradict  it  by  faying  that  a  femibreve  reft  fills  a  bar  in  all  moods  of  time  j 
to  prevent  fuch  inconfiftencits  I  have  fet  a  dot  or  point  at  the  right  hand  of  a  reft,  which  anfwers  the  fame  purpofe 
as  at  the  right  hand  of  a  note. 

Either  tune  or  words  repeated  fhould  be  founded  fomewhat  louder  fo  as  to  give  frefh  life  to  the  mulic.  All 
notes  going  to  one  ly liable  mould  be  fung  with  the  lips  and  teeth  afunder,and  if  poffible,  at  one  breath.
